Why Support Red Cross? 

Exhorting citizens to contribute to worthy causes, 
it seems, does very little good, probably because we 
are bombarded almost daily with heart-rending mis¬ 
siles aimed at our pocketbooks. 

There are, though, some organizations which 
must be supported, if only for selfish reasons, and 
the American Red Cross, I believe, is among this 
group. 

THE RED CROSS this week is making its most 
concentrated drive for funds in Sierra Madre. The 
total needed is only $7,700—considerably less than $1 
from each resident—and its seems an insignificant 
amount viewed in the light of the accomplishments 
of the local chapter. 

Money raised must not only go to pay the chap¬ 
ter’s executive secretary (the only paid officer here), 
but to support the half-dozen or more activities con¬ 
ducted by the Red Cross in Sierra Marde, including 
life saving and classes in first aid. 

In addition, it costs the Red Cross $5.51 a pint 
to process and distribute blood and its fractions. This 
feature of Red Cross activity alone is worth $7,700 
to the approximately 9,300 residents of our city, par¬ 
ticularly since the demand for blood has increased 
10 times in the past decade. 

In the Los Angeles area alone, for example, the 
amount of whole blood distributed by the Red Cross 
increased from 14,870 pints in 1948 to 139,321 pints 
in 1958. Furthermore, 1,360 pints were transferred 
as credits to other blood banks across the country 
last year and 18,724 were reduced to blood deriva¬ 
tives. 

THESE FIGURES show clearly that the need | 
for the services of the Red Cross is growing even ' 
faster than the population. 

And the only way the Red Cross can meet the 
demand, the only way, indeed, that it can maintain 
local chapters such as the one in Sierra Madre, is 
through your contributions. 

So if you believe the Red Cross performs a nec¬ 
essary function in the United States, if you value the 
work of your local chapter, if you prefer giving vol¬

Overhaul In Paradise- Cove, That Is

PARADISE REVISITED — 

Last week, I torrk a peek at 
Paradise — Paradise Cove, 
that is. 

Until two yeas ago, the 
Cove had never quite lived 
up to its name. 

It was nice enough in an 
isolated way, but the fishing 
was never exceptional. A 
u.sual day’s catch consisted 
primarily of bottom fish with 
an occa.sional halibut and 
calico bass thrown in. 

A thousand years ago, the 
Digger Indians called Para¬ 
dise their home. Their ceme¬ 
tery is located atop a hillside 
at the Cove. Skeletons and 
Indian trinkets still are found 
occasionally throughout the 
area. 

Now, of course, the picture 
is radically different. 

Two years ago, the fishing 
took a .spectacular upturn, 
and Cove regulars shook 
their heads in disbelief as 
incredibly huge schools of 
white .sea bass, yellowtall, 
barracuda, and bonlto 
claimed the nearby kelp beds 
as their own. 

How long the fishing will 
last, no one know.s, least of 
all owner Joe Morris. 

GAMBLER IN PARADISE— 

But Morris is gambling. He’s 
gambling on the record of 
the last two years and what 
the experts have told him. 
And the exports have told 
him the fishing will la.st an¬ 
other 20 years due to the 
warm water cycle. 

As a result, he is pouring 
Ihou.sands of dollars into his 
venture. 

Last year he even gave na¬ 
ture a nudge; with the aid 
of the DOF but at his own 


expense, he shoved into the 
ocean some 500 car junks in 
the hope that new fishing 
grounds might be thereby 
created. Similar experiments 
off the Louisiana coa.st have 
already proved successful. 

Last year he spent $30,000 
on a new parking lot. That 
lot is being further expand¬ 
ed. The pier is undergoing a 
complete overhauling; a new 
restaurant is being built, so 
is a new tackle and bait 
shop. 

La.st week, Morris took pos- 
.se.ssion of 100 brand new 
Johnson outboard motors to 
add to his already consider¬ 
able skiff rental fleet. 

Both day boats are now 
radar equipped. And work is 
being rushed to complete the 
rebuilding on the barge for 
the March 15 opening. Last 
year, the barge was one of 
the dirtiest on the coast. 

In addition to Jack Ward, 
who skippers the big and 
fancy Gentlemen, Morris per¬ 
suaded Dutch Snyder, who 
perhaps is the top skipper on 
the coast, to take over the 
Cove’s pride and joy, the 
Betty-O. 

GREENHORN IN PARA¬ 
DISE—^Morris is a newcomer 
to the busine.s.s. His back¬ 
ground is largely one of en¬ 
gineering and in furniture 
manufacturing. Yet, within 
the quick span of two years, 
he has won begrudging re-. 
spect from competing oper¬ 
ators as a shrewd, tough bar¬ 
gainer. He is only 54, or so 
he says. 

But he is quick to admit; 
"They took me good the first 
year. But I remembered every 
swindle and every swindler. 
I’m still learning. La.st year 
I made fewer mistakes. This

Like most ticks, the paja¬ 
roello is shaped somewhat 
like the sole of a shoe. It 
may reach half an inch in 
length and is brownish-gray 
in color with a bark-like, 
mottled, leathery back. When 
engorged, it looks very much 
like a bean. 

The person or animal on 
which the tick feeds is gen¬ 
erally not aware of what is 
going on until the tick is re¬ 
plete with blood and perhaps 
not even then, as the tick’s 
saliva appears to contain an 
anesthetizing substance 
which deadens all feeling in 
the immediate area of the 
wound. Generally the tick 
feeds quickly (5 to 20 min¬ 
utes) but may stay on the 
host as long as 4 hours. 

INTENSE PAIN and itching 
around the bite may be felt 
when the tick is engorged
